OVER PAYMENT OF BOARD. Coroner Frank to-day, in the presence of a 


jury. conducted the inquest on the body of 
Enoch Reed, the negro, who was shot and 
killed last Sunday morning dy Turokey 
Ouristopher Odlum, at 1910 Carr street, The 
evidence on the whole was of a rather 
telling nature against the shooter. During 
the Inquest Odlum listened attentively and 
wasapparently unmoved. He was guarded 
by Officers Roche and Church of the Third 
District. Beside the officer-prisoner sat 
Charles Welker. 
The relatives of the deceased negro were 
all present at the inquest. T. F. Howard 
represented John J. O'Connor, attorney for 
the prosecution, at the in quest. 

Jane Martin, an old colored woman, was 
the first witness, but she knew nothing of 
the tragedy. Then came Alice Welker, an- 
other negro woman. She had Known Reed 
two years. He was 35 years ald and came 
from Jackson, Tenn. She and her husband 
were asleep, she said, and were awakened 
by the Martin woman, who said: ‘'Charley 
please get up and tell me who this man is 
that has been pulling me around.’’ 


“We got up, she continued, ‘‘and 
this man (pointing to Odlem) ushed 
forward into our rooms. We live just behind 
Mrs. Martin. He wanted to know who we 
were and all about us. He was drunk and 
staggered. My husband dressed and started 
out for an officer. The intruder then went 
into the kitchen and told me to bring him 
some paper. Me sat down at the table. I 
asked what he wanted it for, and he told me 
it was not my business, that he was a Ser- 
geant of Police, and that I should do his 
bidding. My husband eame back to get 
his hat avout this time. He naa not 
found a policeman. I got my husband’s bat, 
and then 1 saw Odlum come into the front 
room. Jim Buckner and another nearo were 
at ine front gate. When they saw Odium at 
the door Buckner said something about the 
white man belug drunk. Then Odlum rushed 
out swearing and calling out for the persons 
who said he was drunk. Buckner then hit 
him three times, knocking him down each 
time. Then Bueknerran away.

Mrs, Mary McCarthy, who resides adjacent 
to where the shooting occurred, testifed 
that after Odlum shot Reed, he turned the 
body over and kicked It. 

Wm. Meyer and Tony Worth told the same 
story. They were across the street, saw 
Reed followed by four negro women rush at 
who was the gate 
with blood, struck 
at Odlum: Then Odlum fired at the negro, 
who fell dead. Odlum, they said, did not 
kick the body nor dla he abuse Reed before or 
after the shooting. 

Letitia Franklin, colored, living on the 
scene of the shooting, testified that Keed was 
smoking a Cigarette in the front when 
Oalum shot him. Then, she said, Odlum 
kicked the body, and remarked to Officer 
Noonan, who came on the scene, that he had 
shot one —— —— —— and could shoot again.

HAD HYSTERICS, 

He was told not to strap her tothe bed as 
ig the custom whea patients are prisoners. 
It was necessary to carry her to the ward 
from the gate as she was bysterical and cried 
out that her reputation would be ruined 
forever. 

The young women soon fell fast asleep 
when she was placed on the cot at the City 
Hospital, and did not awaken until about 
3:30 this morning. 

AMK NOT A PATIENT.’’ 
She was so tractable, aud apparently was 
80 contented that her attendant did not have 
the slightest suspicion that she would at- 
tempt to escape. Shortly after 4 o'clock, 
however, Mattie Moore walked ontof the 
women’s wardand rapidly proceeded along 
the corridor, which leads to the general en- 
trance of the hospital buildings.

The perfect self posession with which she 
made the assertion and the smile which ac- 
companied her words dispelled all suspicions 
and the guard politely opened the gate fur 
her, respectfully saluting her as she passed 
out.

The new regulation is much more restrict- 
ive, reading as follows: 
The right of asylam fer political refugees has no 
foundation io intermationsi law. In oss tries, how- 
ever, where frequent imeurtections oceur and ces 
stant instability of Government exists, ioeal usage 
sanetions tie granting of asyiam, but even in the 
waters of such countries @ficers should refuse 1 
application for asyium except whes required by 
those interests of bun in extreme or excep- 
tional eases, sueh as the pursuit of a refuges by a 
mob. a 
Uffeers must not directiy or indirectiy invite 
refugees to acceptasyium. 
The service of the extradition apers 
on Kreta would bea bar in itself to habeas 
corpus proceedings, Dut the refegees are at 
a practical disadvantage in the fact that ex 
tradition warrants may be served on Egeta 
on shipboard, inside or outside of the three- 
mile limit, while a writ of habeas corpus
